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Teachers reject 
salary freeze offer

Members of the Wilmington 
School Committee will have to 
look at other ways to save jobs and 
money following the rejection of 
their offer to extend the teachers’ 
contract in return for a salary 
freeze. 

According to John Wood, 
president of the Wilmington Tea- 
chers Association, (WTA) a 
"substantial" number of union 
members voted against the 
committee's offer last Thursday. 
Wood said, in return for teachers 
giving up a seven percent raise in 
1991-92, the committee would 
have extended the contract to 1994 
and given teachers a four percent 
salary increase in January 1993, a 
three percent increase in 
September 1993, and a four 
percent increase’ in September 
1994. The current contract is up in 
June 1992. Wood told the Town 


Crier teachers would have made 
less money with the committee's 
offer than if they were to hold onto 
their seven percent raise and 
receive no salary increase during 
the three year life of a new 
contract. In addition, committee 
members said they couldn't give 
any guarantee that the money saved 
would prevent teacher layoffs next 
year, 

"It was an insulting offer. There 
was nothing there for us. People 
were offended," Wood said. The 
president added there will be no 
counter offer made by the WTA 
since the committee stressed this 
would be their only offer. 

"We tried, they had a chance to 
save some money," said Wood. 

"There's just no way we can give 
them more money. I just didn't 
realize everything was money. It 
seems the teachers are -not 


responding to anything but dollars, 
No other considerations were 
mentioned. What about class size? 
What about the fact that you may 
be bumping into a position you 
never taught?" asked Dr. Shirley 
Callan, School Committee chair- 
man. Dr. Callan was referring to 
the probability under the current 
system, that many teachers next 
year will be teaching subjects in 
which they hold certification but 
are not experienced. 

Dr. Callan told this paper her 
committee "agonized" over its 
offer which, she added, was made 
in "extremely good faith." 

The chairman also said she was 
upset over the fact that the com- 
mittee never received notification 
of Thursday's vote by the WTA. 

"It's a courtesy to at least let the 
chairman or the committee know,” 
said Dr. Callan, 


Budget articles 
_ deferred to June

All budget articles slated to come 
up at the April 27 town meeting in 
Wilmington are being deferred toa 
time certain, most likely June 10, 
because of the "unsettled" local aid 
situation. 

Acting on a recommendation by 
Town Manager Michael Caira, the 
selectmen voted unanimously Mon- 
day to deferthe budget portion of 
the warrant until June. Caira said 
the town's legislative delegation 
told him the state would have a 
firmer handle on state aid figures 
and better information for the 
towns by June. Even though there 
is no guarantee there will be better 


information, added Caira, "I just 
think it might be prudent to delay a 
decision." 

Caira informed the board the 
town will be facing an additional 
cut of $550,000 to $700,000 
because of a proposed reduction in 
State aid. The manager suggested 
new police cruisers and a 
handicapped chairlift at the West 
Intermediate School be funded 
with the balance of money from 
this year's snow and ice account 
instead of with money approp- 
riated in June. This would mean 
using money from the 1991 budget 
instead of taking it from the tight 
budget being proposed for fiscal 


Developer to pay 
entire cost of signals

Trustees of the Riverpark 93 
commercial development proposed 
for Concord Street have agreed to 
pick up the entire cost of 
signalizing the Concord/Woburn 
Streets intersection in Wilmington. 

Town Manager Michael Caira 
informed selectmen Monday the 
developer, Spaulding and Slye, 
agreed to the board's request to pay 
the entire cost of the project up toa 
total of $100,000. The firm had 
originally agreed to pay half of the 
cost of the signals, which would 
reportedly have come out to 
$35,000 to $50,000. 

Selectmen told Project Manager~ 
Kevin Hassey at their last meeting 
it might be quicker and less costly 
to include signals for this inter- 
section in plans to signalize two 
other intersections off I-93, Hassey 
said he would take the board's

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request that the firm pay the whole 
cost back to his company. 

According to a letter from 
Hassey, $5,000 will be paid to the 
town for the engineering design 
within 30 days of the final agree- 
ment and the remaining funds will 
be paid when actual construction 
gets underway at the intersection. 
The town, added Hassey, will be 
responsible for obtaining the ne- 
cessary approvals and permits. 

Caira told his board he already 
has received assurances that the 
State Department of Public Works 
will "fast track" the project. 
Selectmen praised Spaulding and 
Slye for their commitment and 
generosity. 

"It's certainly a plus for public 
safety in our town," noted Dan 
Ballou. The board unanimously 
endorsed the proposal.

Committee voted 8-0 against a 
Prop 2 1/2 override to pay for an 
outdated fire pumper. He said the 
alternative would be to fund the 
truck, which dates back to 1969, 
from money in the Stabilization 
Fund, if the fund is approved at 
town meeting. In addition, the 
manager said, the Permanent Buil- 
ding Committee is preparing to 
segment the Barrows Auditorium 
project so that if fundraising 
efforts fall short, some of the 
renovation work will still get done.

Challenger Tony Capuano said he 
is running for selectman because, 
mi love this town and all the People 
in it." He cited hi 
made businessman, h 
political or personal ties in 
Wilmington and his common sense 
as reasons to support hig candidacy 

He said he would use creativity to 
lower unemployment and bring 
money into the town. He proposes 
to offer any company which will 
occupy the Sweetheart Plastics 
building its first year tax-free if it 
will agree to offer jobs to qualified 
Wilmington residents. He said that 
this would put town residents to 
work and help the businesses on 
Route 38 that have suffered since 
Sweetheart's closing. 


Capuano said he weuld support 
pay cuts for town employees 
earning more than $50,000. He 
also supported an increase in the 
auto excise tax, with a floor of $25 
instead of the $50 proposed by the 
town manager. He said he would be 
a full-time selectman who enjoys 
helping people solve problems. 

Challénger John Forrest stressed” 
the importance of positive thinking 
for a successful future in Wil- 
mington. Forrest stressed the 
importance of a board which has 
compassion for all its residents, 
especially the elderly and those on 
a fixed income. He would oppose 
any overrides of Prop. 2 1/2 and 
the excise tax increase saying that 
these hurt community members on 
a fixed income. Forrest said he 
opposes the proposed override for 
a fire pumper saying it is not 
necessary now and that the town 
does not have the money. 


Proposed. elderly commission 
leads to criticism

Article 13 on Wilmington's town 
meeting warrant secks to establish 
an Elderly Services Commission 
with department status that would 
consist of five citizens appointed by 
the town manager. That article and 
the way it was placed on the 
warrant led to some heated debate 
at Monday's meeting of the board 
of selectmen, 

Charles Gilbert, a member of the 
Wilmington Council on Aging, 
told selectmen though the article 
appears to represent the council, in 
reality, no one was informed about 
it before the town manager and 
selectmen placed it on the 
warrant.Gilbert said he objected to 
reducing the number of council 
members to five and having the 
manager rather than selectmen 
appoint those members. Gilbert 
then requested the board withdraw 
the article. 

In a letter presented to the board, 
past council chairman Peg McNeil 


questioned whether the article 


would actually benefit the elderly. 
She said she was informed by the 
Director of Elderly Affairs that 
passage of the article could jeo- 
pardize grants and per capita funds 
now coming to the elderly citizens 
and cause the loss of director's and 


~ alternate seats on the Minuteman 


Home Care Board. She urged 
selectmen to pass over the article 
until it was thoroughly investi- 
gated. 
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Present Council Chairman Henry 
Latta said the Council met after 
learning about the article and 
approved the following: that the 
commission be composed of seven 
members and not five members; 
that those members be appointed 
by the board of selectmen; and that 
the continuity of the present 
council and support for coordina- 
tor Edith Cunningham be main- 
tained. Latta also admitted the 
current council is not working out 
very well. 

"Too many people appointed to 
the board want the title but don't do 
anything," he said, adding he had 
no personal objection to a smaller 
board or the manager making ap- 
pointments. 

“I think it's something the town 
meeting should decide,”’said Town 
Manager Michael Gaira. 

Caira defended the article saying 
it would keep the policy making 
board to a "manageable" number 
and provide more services ta » 
wider cross section of citizens. He 
said perhaps a "fresh approach" is 
needed, especially since there is a 
tendency to operate the senior 
center as a "club." 

Caira assured a number of 
seniors at the meeting this was not 
a "power grab," a criticism of the 
council, or amove to discard the 
services of anyone on the Council 
on Aging. What the article will do, 
he said, would be increase com- 
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munication with Cunningham and 
make her accountable, just as 
current department heads are made 
accountable. 

"I think this is a better way to 
provide servicés," he said. 

Selectman Robert Cain viewed 
the article as "a step in the right 
direction." Chester Bruce sug- 
gested some of the current council 
members retain their seats and 
asked that seniors be involved in 
the scorganization. Ring Avenue 
resident Tony Capuano said 
council members should have been 
informed about the article from the 
outset. 

Caira told those present he didn't 
think the proposed change would 
jeopardize present funding or 
eligibility with the state. He said he 
would further investigate any 
possible impact from the article 
before town meeting. 


Forrest said that Wilmington 
must systematic review of the 
budget before looking to raise 
revenue. He would reduce the 
number of town vehicles, ask town 
Officials to take a pay cut, reduce 
overtime hours and push for more 
business partnerships. 

Incumbent Bob Cain said he 
believes he has developed a good 
working relationship with the town 
manager and town committees, 
allowing him to work better with 
them. He does not believe in 
increasing any taxes, because laxes 
do not go away. Towns m: eto 
spend as much money as they have 

He thinks the town is doing a 
good job with the resources 
available, especially since the state 
is withholding more money from 
the town each year, 

“The town manager presented us 
with a very tight budget, The 
finance committee only asked for 
one more cut," he said. 

Margaret Imbimbo was not 
present for the discussion, 

Kevin Sowyrda is running for re- 
election to the Shawsheen Regional 
Vocational School Committee, 
facing one challenger, Michael 
Smith, who was not present. 
Sowyrda cited several accomplish- 
ments during his term. Most 
noteworthy is that Tech seniors 
have received the highest aptitude 
test scores of any vocational school 
in the state. In addition, the school 
has been accredited for the first 
time, has received a $90,000 grant 
for a computer and was recently 
re-imbursed $200,000 for reno- 
vation costs. Students from 
Shawsheen Tech also contributed 
to building low-cost housing, now 
occupied by a Wilmington family. 

Charles Gilbert, running unop- 
posed for a seat on the 
Redevelopment Authority, cited 
development and traffic as the two 
most important issues he sees:He 
said he would like to make public 
transportation more attractive in 
order to dissuade people from 
using cars. He also said the 
Redevelopment Authority should 
have been using its funds to buy 
buildings in the center as they 
became available.

Historic Commission 
unhappy with plaques 


For the past half a dozen years or 
more many buildings in 
Wilmington have been adorned 
with historical plaques. It was a 
story of a good idea which didn't 
quite work out. 

Some of the dates were wrong. In 
other instances some of the names 
were wrong. In still other instances 
buildings which should have had a 
plaque for the public to gaze upon 
just didn't have any. 

The Wilmington Historic 
Commission was not to be 
described as happy with regard to 
the way things turned out. And, to 
top off the story, some of the 
plaques are now falling apart. 

On April 8 the Commission voted 
to make some changes. 

Plaques are to be made, not in 
Boston or elsewhere, but in the 
Shawsheen Tech School in 
Billerica, and at the direction of the 
Wilmington Historic Commission. 

The plaque painting program will 
start with the beginning of school, 
next September. Twenty-five 
plaques will be ordered at a time. 

The publisher of the Town Crier 
and other persons with an 
historical background will be asked 
for an input on the Plaque 
Program. Individual members of 
the Historic Commission were told 


that they can look around in their 
own neighborhoods, for sites that 
should have plaques. 

The Commission learned that an 
Herb Garden, long planned for the 
historic Harnden Tavern will soon 
become a reality. Word was 
received from Bob Palmer, 
superintendent of public works that 
the garden will be ready on April 
27. 

There are plans to do some work 
to the front hallway of the Tavern. 
Bids had been received from two 
local artisans, and Scott Robichaud 
of Sprucewood Road had submitted 
the low bid. 

Jim Murray of Salem Street 
reported on some of the details of 
the planned Liberty Pole Weekend, 
on May 18 and 19. British Regulars 
(probably the 10th Regiment of 
Foot) is expected to do battle with 
the Wilmington Minutemen, and 
further will make an arrest of 
Marianne-Breton, the Burlington 
lady who is one of Wilmington's 
three representatives in the 
Legislature.

With the tightening economy, there is no shortage of appeals 
from fund-raisers asking support for one cause or another. 
Groups, causes and projects all find themselves short of funds, 
especially if they have been involved with any government 
support. } 

Occasionally there is a public appeal raised for a project that is 
extra special. 4 

One such appeal presently underway in Wilmington is the drive 
to renovate the Barrows Auditorium at Wilmington High School. 

When renovations of the school were undertaken about five 
years ago, one cost-cutting measure was the elimination of the 
auditorium renovations from the budget. 5 

Although the work needed doing, the Permanent Building 
Committee was concerned about being able to sell the package for 
a Prop. 2 1/2 override. The previous year, voters had rejected a 
proposal for a larger package, including a gymnasium that would 
have been double the size of what was eventually built. 

Since then, there has been an additional override for extra work 
including roof repairs, and then a third override for a new boilér 
system last year. a 

On that last item, there was actually money, about $136,000, left 
over because of a favorable bidding climate. Contractors hungty 
for work sharpened their pencils and bid low. 

That bidding environment is the good news in a bad economy. If 
a renovation of the auditorium is undertaken this year, the town) 
can expect that the work will be done at a price significantly lower » 
than it would have been had it been bid three or five years ago — 
or next year, for that matter. 

Because the boiler money was approved for work on the high 
school, the town manager is seeking to have it used for the 
auditorium renovation. The $136,000 would provide a significant 
portion of the funding needed. 

The remainder of the money must come from donations. 
Performing Arts Director Lorraine Kalil is in charge of 
fund-raising. As a music teacher in the Wilmington School 
System, she was there when the auditorium was built, and has 
taught many a music class there. She has also watched the 
deterioration that is inevitable in a room used by several 
generations of students, 

In its present state, the auditorium is a poor legacy for prior 
generations to leave to today's students. The seating is badly tom, 
and half the seats have been replaced with jump seats. The control * 
unit for the lighting has ceased to function. The room needs new 
paint and a new curtain. : 

And while music and programs using the auditorium are not the 
basic three R's, they are an important part of the Wilmington 
educational program, and worthy of support. Anyone who attends 
school concerts or football games can tell you that Wilmington's 
band and music programs are superior to those of other towns. 

Putting the auditorium in good order could go a long way in 
telling students that the town cares about the school and the 
students. Today's students did not cause the damage to the 
auditorium seating, and they should not be penalized for that fact 
that someone else damaged the seats. 

Some people would argue that this is a bare-bones year, and that

A reply to those arguments would assert that using the $136,000 
for the’auditorium makes good sense. It is the quickest way to 
apply money to the auditorium renovations, hopefully making it 
possible to take advantage of the lean bidding environment. 

Rejecting the use of the $136,000 would add significantly to the 
amount of time needed to raise the money needed. The future of 
the bidding environment can never be predicted with any 
accuracy, but it is safé to assume that building will cost more in the 
future than it does now. Previous estimates pegged the cost at some 
$400,000. That number could be halved in today's economy. 

The renovation of the auditorium is a project which would 
provide direct benefits to the townspeople. Article 10 needs your 
support, and the auditorium fund needs your donation.

y) If there was any serious question 

as to whether or not the new 

gardening season had arrived, that 

question was settled this past 
“weekend! 

Who, in March, would have 
‘predicted that it would hit 87 
degrees on Sunday April 7, and 
then 82 on Monday? All time 
«records (going back over 100 
years) for both dates. But don't be 
misled. As sure as God makes little 
red tomatoes (of is that little green 
apples?) we have not seen the last 

,of Jack Frost this spring. The 

,average frost free date in 

‘Wilmington and Tewksbury ranges 
from May 5 to May 20, with 
occasional light frosts occurring as 
late as May 30. 

My immediate concern is for our 
plum trees, whieh are nearing full 
bloom on April 9. The unusually 
mild stretch since early March has 
tushed the season by two full 
weeks, Ihave névér, in "30 years; 
seen plum and cherry trees in 
bloom here in Wilmington before 
April 25. The danger, of course, is 
that a hard frost over the next 10 
days could kill the flowers and 
destroy this year's crop. No 
problem with the apple trees; by 
their nature they will not begin to 
flower until early May even with a 
warmer than usual spring. 

In the vegetable garden, assuming 
we have cleaned up last year's 
refuse and turned over the soil, the 


time is right to plant peas, any of 
the root crops, and the cabbage 
family. All of these are cold hardy 
and the’ young plants will survive 
early morning temperatures as low 
as 25 degrees in late April and 
early May. Don't feel pressured to 
plant the hardy vegetables this 
weekend, however. Anytime in 
April is fine. In my experience, 
peas planted around April 25 will 
mature within a day or two of peas 
planted around April 10. 

If you have not stirred the soil 
this spring, do so this or the 
following weekend, Small gardens 
(those measuring 20 by 20 and 
under) can be turned over with a 
good spade shovel. If your garden 
is much larger than this, you may 
want to consider having it roto 
tilled soon, Since my garden 
measures 40 by 50 feet, I have had 
it roto tilled the last 10 years or so. 
Incidentally, although you can find 
tilling services advertised in the 
back of most newspapers;*f-wilt 
highly recommend the man here in 
Wilmington who does my garden 
each year, at a very reasonable 
price. You might consider calling 
Bill Kerrigan (he lives on Marion 
Street), at 658-2727, Bill did his 
usual superb job on my garden this 
past Sunday and my two pounds of 
Burpeeana Early peas will be 
planted this weekend. 

The following is directed at those 
gardeners who don't have a clue as

to what the soil Ph 
(acidity/alkalinity) is in their 
gardens. Since nothing I can write 
will motivate the great majority of 
you to take a soil sample down to 
the Mass. field station in Waltham, 
let me suggest this alternative: 
purchase a soil test kit at a garden 
supply store and test the soil 
yourself, Although your test 
results will not be precise, they will 
at least give you an indication.that 
an application of crushed limestone 
is, or is not, in order, Chances are 
if you have not added limestone for 
several years, your Ph reading is 
now in the 5.5 to 6.0 range, too low 
for optimum results. If this is the 
case, you can raise the Ph one full 
point (6.8 is perfect for vegetables) 
by mixing powdered limestone into 
the soil at a rate of five pounds per 
100 square feet. 

One half of each column over the 
next five weeks will address those 
regularly recurring problems we 
all face-each-year-as. we pursue. the. 
perfect garden, Included in this list 
will be available sunlight (or the 
lack thereof), root chewing insects, 
plant diseases, the general use of 
insecticides, handling droughts, 
and animal control, especially 
woodchucks, 

This weekend is just the right 
time to get the garden ready for 
some serious planting. 

Good luck this summer, and may 
90 percent of what you plant be 
harvested!

Linehan wants com 
handled promp

Wilmington administrators may 
soon develop a policy to handle 
complaints to make sure all resi- 
dents filing complaints or seeking 
information at town hall are 
treated in a consistent manner. 
Town Manager Michael Caira 
reluctantly agreed to look at such a 
policy following charges made by 
Anne Linehan, 

Linehan told Wilmington select- 
men Monday many of the com- 
plaints she filed in past years were 
not addressed in a timely manner, 
including a few that were two years 
old. In addition, she claimed she 
has been harassed by some town 
employees and subjected to dero- 
gatory comments about her 
religion when refjistering com- 
plaints. Linehan asked that she be 
treated the same as anyone else and 
suggested officials come up with a 
policy which would require de- 
partment heads to respond to 
complaints within 10 business days 
or 14 days. 

An angry Caira said he didn't feel 
a policy was needed. He defended 


town employees saying they are 
hard working and respond to all 
ints. 

Chester Brace noted many 
residents would not come forward 
if they have to sign a written 
complaint form because they fear 
repercussions. In defense of 
Wilmington department heads, he 
said a lot depends on the residents’ 

h, 

"If someone comes in and yells at 
me, they're going to get yelled at," 
Bruce said. 

Mark Haldane pointed out that all 
citizens should be treated equally 
and with respect. The town mana- 
ger said there is a proper chain of 
command to follow which ends 
with himself then the board of 
selectmen. * 

"We need consistency in this

Tech budget forces 
teacher cuts

Members of the Shawsheen Tech 
School Commitee acted on the 
recommendation of Superin- 
tendent/ Director Charles Lyons 
Tuesday in agreeing to layoff three 
teachers and one guidance coun- 
selor under the Reduction in Force 
policy and not recommending the 
reappointment of 41 additional 
non-tenured personnel for next 
school year. Four more teachers 
are slated to be laid off at the next 
committee meeting. 

The 41 staff members include-17- 
full time teachers, 11 part time de- 
partment chairmen, and 13 part 
time lead teachers. Lyons said 


teachers,by law, have to be notified 
in writing by April 15 that they 
could be laid off. This has already 
been done, he said. 

The majority of the layoffs are 
due to the uncertain fiscal situation 
facing the Tech and municipalities 
this year, Lyons told the comm- 
ittee. He said the school could be 
forced to cut $330,000 because of a 
loss in state aid. The rest of the 
non-reappointments are a result of 
professional evaluations. Lyons 
told this paper it was his hope 95 
percent of the teachers will be hired 
back once the budget situation is 
clearer.

town took Capuano to court over 
his fence because a complaint was 
filed by the building inspector. 
Capuano said there was no such 
complaint filed by that official. 

At least three department heads 
reacted angrily to Linehan's 
charges. All three, Health Director 
Greg Erickson, Building Inspector 
James Russo and Conservation 
Administrator Eileen Chabot told 
the Town Crier, while many of 
Linehan's complaints are valid, her 
approach and methods border on 
harassment, 

"She acts as if we're working for 
her. She demands we stop whatever 
we're doing when she comes in," 
said Erickson, adding "It's a very 
harassing way to handle things. She 
talks in a demanding tone. Then if 
you don't do something, she insults 
you." 

Russo said often Linehan will 
take exception to the way he ad- 
dresses one of her complaints and 
will tell others he didn't respond to 
her concern or she will go over his 
head. 

"That's counter productive for 
us," Russo claimed. 

The three officials each took 
exception to Linehan's habit of 
filing the same complaint with 
several departments at the same 
time and calling or coming in, 
every day to check up on action 
being taken. 

"As a competent social activist, 
that is the way you work. You 
cover every base," Linehan told 
this paper, 

Chabot said Linehan's action only 
creates confusion, Erickson main- 
tained getting several departments 
involved wastes "everyone's" valu- 
able time, especially since some of 
the departments are short of staff. 

"She's obviously assuming we're 
not doing anything," said Erickson, 
when in fact each complaint is 
investigated. The health director 
did concede emergency ‘issues 
recelve his imthediate attention-but 
others of a lower priority may take 
longer because of pressures on his 
time. He added 14 days is not an 
unreasonable period of time to 
answer a written complaint.

On Tuesday night Wilmington 
voters had the opportunity to meet 
local candidates and ask them 
“questions, The League of Women 
‘Voters sponsored a candidates 
night which drew candidates for 
‘selectman, school commitee, hous- 
‘ing and redevelopment authorities, 
‘moderator atid regional vocational 
‘school district committee. 
In the school committee race, 
‘two of four candidates will be 
‘elected on April 20. Three men, 
James Demos, Brad Jackson and 
‘Robert Peterson are hoping to re- 
place Shirley Callan who is seeking 
‘reelection, Each of the candidates 
‘have held seats on the committee 
before, but their experience and 
wiews differ significantly. 
Incumbent Shirley Callan opened 
‘saying "Education is my life not 
just my profession."Callan stressed 
the importance of curriculum and 
‘updated text books. Callan says that 
our fiscal situation requires crea- 
‘tive classroom teaching methods, 
‘She would like more involvement 
“by parents and seniors in town to 
offset teacher layoffs and de- 
creased funding. 
James Demos stressed the 
‘importance of a positive attitude 
toward education and "a good 
‘education base at the primary 
levels." Children must be taught 
‘basic skills, to read, comprehend, 
computer, and think logically these 
are the skills they need to make it in 
life and they should be a priority 
especially in light of limited funds. 
” Brad Jackson has been an active 
volunteer and shown a commit- 
ment to Wilmington's children, He 
would not lay off any teachers; 
instead he would cut buses and 
other costs which do not contribute 
directly to students' education. 
Jackson says that he can provide the 
school commitee with new 
management, leadership and ideas. 
Robert Peterson stressed his ex- 
, perience as an attorney and exten- 
: sive involvement in Wilmington's 
business partnership as major 
assets to having him on the school 
, committee. Peterson has a vested 
interest in the Wilmington school 
; system since his three children will 
be directly affected by his every 
vote and decision and he says that 
"no principal or interest could 
guide me better." 


All of the candidates support a 
wage freeze for teachers and 
administrators, all oppose Gover- 
nor Weld's open enrollment plan 
which would al‘ow parents to 
choose the school their child 
attends saying that the mid-level 
and marginal children would 
suffer, 

School sponsored day care 
resulted in some differentiating 
opinions. Callan says that her 
conscience and her pocketbook will 
not allow her to support day care, 
claiming that one accident could 
bankrupt the town's liability 
insurance fund which covers only 
$500,000 in damages. She would 
rather focus efforts on providing a 
soldid education in grades K-12. 

Jackson sees day care as a 
"win-win situation” saying it would 
put money back into the budget that 
could be used for education and 
would provide much needed ser- 
vices to the businesses and families 
in Wilmington. 

Peterson also supports school run 
day care saying it would be profi- 
table and beneficial to Wilmington 
which would care for students a 
few hours before and after school,

I encourage 
WHA to request that the Driector 
develop a Plan which addresses the. 
real needs of our devlopments. 
(The current plan has not been 
updated since 1982), 

T encourage a directive requiring 
the director to emroe responsive 
to maintenance requests from 
tenants. Thee is dissatisfaction on 
behalf of tenants with the amount 
of time it~ takes to resolve 
maintenance programs. There are 
maintenance concerns which are 
safety problems still unresolved 
since being reported to the director 
last year; including dead trees 
leaning toward buildings, and 
cracks in the pavement which could 
cause elderly persons to trip and 
fall. 

The best way to address the 
maintenance of any building is 
having a plan including preventive 
and corrective maintenance. WHA 
should perform preventive 
maintenance to keep our 
equipment, and‘ buildings tn top 
Condition. We owe’ this to the

Q2. If elected, what will you do 
to improve the current 
management. rating of the 
Wilmington Housing Authority? 

2. The rating is "ineligible/poor," 
the lowest of three possible ratings. 
EOCD lowered the rating because 
of “flagrant violations of state 
regulations." Out of 230 housing 
authorities in Mass. only 30 are 
reated “ineligible/poor." 

This rating is a result of the 
director violating tenant selection/ 
transfer regulations and what 
EOCD called "excessive delay" in 
occupying vacant units. There are 
still two handicap apartments 
which have been vacant for 10 
months, and two elderly apart- 
ments which have been vacant for 
three months and one year. WHA 
has heated these vacant units 
without collecting any rent. 

This "poor" rating is a reflection 
of the management performance of 
the director of WHA. The "ineli- 
gible” rating means that WHA can't 
receive future grants for 
affordable housing when elderly 
and young families need housing. 

I encourage WHA to instruct the 
director to follow state regulations 
regarding tenant selection/transfer, 
and to occupy vacant units. I urge 
WHA to contact EOCD requesting 
a management review. If EOCD 
finds the WHA director’ is 
complying with regulations, I 
would request that the management 
rating be upgraded. These steps 
woul ensure that WHA has 
corrected all violations, ensuring 
that vacancies are filled, returning 
WHA to eligibility to receive 
housing grants for affordable 


housing. -,

Tewksbury uses a lottery system 
to select articles, so there's no way 
of knowing when article 22 will be 
brought up for discussion. 

Over the past two years, the state 
has provided some funding for the 
long-discussed clean-up of Long 
Pond in Tewksbury. Little actual 
work has been done, beyond a short 
stretch of beach cleanup off Pond 
Street, but the overall plans are 
very ambitious. 

Included in the Long Pond wish 
list is a boatramp, parking area, and 
a substantial dredging of the pond, 
to deepen the entire body. Maybe, 
someday. Sound good, at least. 

Article 22, however, seeks to set a 
list of rules for the improved pond 
and boatramp. This is quite a setup, 
folks, as offered by a Manager 
David Cressman. I'll paraphrase 
the sections of the article, and in 
italics give my own opinion. 

1-Where a formerly private way 
has become a public way, owners of 
abutting property have no right to 
restrict or prohibit repairs or use 
of the way by the public. Bravo. 

2-No person will operate a power 
propelled craft at a speed over 10 
miles per hour, Oh really...? Using 
a radar gun, are we? 

3-No person will operate a power 
propelled craft in excess of six (6) 
miles per hour from one-half hour 
after sunset to one-half hour before 
sunise. Fair enough. 

4-All boats shall be equipped with 
a life preserver for each passenger 
and if operated (after dark) all such 
motorboats shall have a white light 
at the stern visible all around, and 
the usual green and red lights at the 
bow. Non-powered boats after dark 
must have a white light. Jsn’t this a 
repeat of applicable state laws? If 
so, why repeat them? 

5-No child under age 12 will op- 
erate a power craft unless accomp- 
anied by an adult. Makes sense. 

6-No person operating any type 
of boat shall litter. Bravo again. 

7-No power boats equipped with 
a high-powered automotive type of 
engine mounted in an exposed loc- 
ation. No dual-hulled sailboats of 
longer than 14 feet of hull. Seems a 
bit heavy-handed, doesn't it? But if 
the "muscle boats" are kept off, I'll 
let it go. I hate ‘em too, 

8-No craft shall be operated by 
"anyone under the influence. of 
liquor" or in a reckless or disord- 
erly manner, endangering life or 
property. Do we mean “alcohol”? 
Again, a repeat of state law. 

9-No bathing area, dock, or raft 
shall be located more than 150 feet 
from shore, and shall be marked 
with bouys and rope, Docks and 
rafts shall be painted a light color. 
Intrusive. It's nearly impossible to 
get 150 feet from anything on Long 
Pond, and I'll paint my dock in the 
color I choose, thank you. There is 
private property involved here. 


10-No person shall operate any 
motor vehicle on the ice except for 
the purpose of plowing, or abandon 
a motor vehicle on the ice or in the 
water. Yuck! Apparently the Town 
Manager has never dragged an ice 
fishing sled a half mile across the 
ice, especially with a power auger 
in the box. Ooops! Did I just tip the 
TM to noisy power augers? 

11-Ice boats may be operated 
from December 1 to March 1, from 
sunrise to one-half hour after sun- 
set. Ice boats? As in sail boats that 
wear skates? Are there any at all in 
Tewksbury, | wonder? 

12-No person shall operate an ice 
boat on ice less than six inches. So 
who measures the ice? A six inch 
ice sheet is safe for most uses, most 
notably if it's “black” ice. 

13-All ice boats when underway 
shall keep a distance of 100 feet 
from any residential or non-resid- 
ential shoreline, and any unsafe or 


open water area. Again, 100 feet is 
tricky on Long Pond, and running 
an ice boat over open water doesn't 
need to be illegal. It's suicidal. 

14- No recovery or salvage oper- 
ation shall be authorized except 
under the express approval of both 
the police department and DPW, 
under their direction and control. 
Aww, no diving for pirate treasure 
in Long Pond? Gee. 

15- The provisions of this by-law 
shall be enforced by state and local 
police, law enforcement officers of 
the Division of Natural Resources, 
the Division of Marien and Recrea- 
tional Vehicles, and local officials 
appointed to water patrol. Water 
patrol? WATER PATROL? Is this 
under negotiation with the patrol- 
men's union yet? Will they have, 
like, WaterMan uniforms? 

Overall, the Long Pond rules are

School committee candidates 

QI. With the cuts in 
the 1991-92 school budget, what 
measures would you recommend to 
ensure quality education for 
Wilmington's students? 

Dr. Shirley F. Callan 

1. A quality education for 
Wilmington's students can still be 
maintained despite budgetary 
constraints by drawing on the 
community resources we presently 
have and providing an inter- 
generational approach to our 
educational programs. Parents 
have expressed a willingness to 
come into our schools as tutors and 
teacher assistants. In addition, 
more than 80 students currently 
participate in our outstanding Peer 
Leadership Program and provide 
tutoring services, drug education, 
and role modeling to our younger 
students; this number could be 
increased to include our National 
Honor Society students, Older 
classes of students can adopt youn- 
ger classes for extra help and 
reading groups. Our senior citi- 
zens possess a wealth of experience 
and would make valuable mentors 
to our younger school children by 
reading to them and sharing 
stories. Thus, we can call on a 
wealth of human resources avai- 
lable to us within our own 
community. Team teaching and co- 
operative learning our classroom 
teachers are effective teaching 
strategies. We have to trust our 
teaching and administrative staff to 
preserve the best interests of our 
children in their hearts‘-— our 
outstanding staff of educators will 
rise to the challenge. 

Jamies Demos 

1, With the proposed 1991-92 
cuts to the school budget, my first 
priority would be to preserve a 
good solid basic academic curri- 
culum for all our children in the 
Wilmington public schools. I also 
believe that all the extracurricular 
activities such as clubs, sports, etc 
are very important to the total 
educational development for our 
children, but the budget allocated 
by the town managér for education 
has been cut by over a million 
dollars. Thus, the programs that 
currently exist in our schools have 
to be reviewed by the school 
committee and the superintendent 
of schools to decide what is to be 
offered and what cannot be 
offered. 

The superintendent and the 
current school committee have 
attempted to maintain all existing 
Programs to a minimum degree by 
not eliminating any program 
totally from the budget. I believe 
they are hoping that some 
additional money may be added 
later to the school budget. The 
major concern I have is that we are 
told that the state and the town is 
broke. There is no windfall 
coming. 

My position will be to maintain 
our public schools' major res- 
ponsibility developing our young 


people's intellectual capabilities 

through achieving a good solid 

basic academic education. 
Bradford L. Jackson 

1, This year, we are simply 
going to have to do more with less. 
No candidate can pull $1 million 
out of their pocket to solve this 
problem. In these tight financial 
times, it is important to refocus on 
the basics in education — reading, 
writing and arithmetic. Recent 
testing of Wilmington's ninth 
grade shows that over 13 percent 
failed to show comprehension to 
their grade level in one of these 
three basic areas. This shows that 
even in the good times we failed to 
provide these children with a basic 
education. 

Having said that, let me offer 
some thoughts as to where addi- 
tional budget relief can be found. 
First, I pledge to reopen the day 
care issue. As presented, providing 


day care to 80 children would 
retum a first year profit of almost 
$150,000, Also, moving four 
teachers into the day care setting, 
would save an additional $33,000 
in unemployment costs. Second, 
with a credible and professional 
school committee at the helm, I 
would ask the teachers and ad- 
ministrators to forego most if not 
all of their negotiated increases in 
the coming year. I would use this 
money to avoid laying off class- 
room teachers who provide direct 
benefits to the children, 
Robert Peterson 

1, Without question, the 1991-92 
school budget has cut deeply into 
public education in Wilmington, 
and has potentially devastated any 
activities outside of regular class- 
room education. 

At a time when Wilmington, a- 
long with many of our surrounding 
communities, has been forced to 
cut all expenses not deemed to be 
absolutely necessary by the 
superintendent of schools and the 
school committee, it has become 
imperative to insure that regular 
classroom instruction is maintained 
at such a level that basic educa- 
tionalServices are disrupted as 
little as possible. In light of the fact 
that our primary goal as educators 
and school administrators is to 
educate children, it should continue 
to be our goal that basic educa- 
tional services are not disrupted by 
the current fiscal crisis. 

In addition to the above, I think it 
is imperative for the Wilmington 
Public Schools to continue to 
actively involve local businesses, 
both financially and professionally, 
in the education of our children. 
Over the past two years, the school 
business partnership has cultivated 
a mutually beneficial relationship 
between public education and 
Wilmington's business community. 
In these financially troubled times, 
Wilmington's extensive business 
community could prove to be our 
biggest source of aid to public 
education, both financially and in 
terms of placing Wilmington's 
students in the work force. 

Q2. "School based management" 


is a concept often referred to in 
recent years, What do you feel are 


the pros and cons of this approach 


to administration? 
Dr. Shirley F. Callan 

2. As a member of the School 
Site Council for School Based 
Management conducted at the 
Leadership Academy through the 
University of Lowell in con- 
junction with the Lowell Public 
Schools, I learned that School 
Based Management requires staff 
accountability, recognizes the prin- 
cipal as an instructional leader, 
expands budgeting, personnel and 
curricular control at each school 
and changes the roles and respon- 
sibilities of the school system staff. 
By placing the individual school at 
the center of the decision making 
process, needs are prioritized at the 
building level and each school gets 
the best value for every dollar 
spent. 

However, in a K-12 of five 
separate schools, each school 
would have to subscribe to some 
common goals in order to maintain 
continuity. Careful monitoring of 
the goals would be needed as 
students move from school to 
school, (elementary, middle and 
high school) in order to maintain 
the continuity of the school system. 
In addition, School Based 
Management requires extensive 
retraining of staff and personnel, 
and training costs money. In these 
tight times of fiscal restraint, lack 
of funding would present a major 
obstacle to implementation of 
School Based Management on a 
system wide basis.

2. One of the most recent 
educational reform movements is 
school based management. School

School based management will 
reduce di and miscom- 
munication between the adminis- 
tration and teachers plus produce a 
common ownership of resolving 
educational needs for children. 

A successful school based ma- 
nagement will require’ the 
delineation of a strategic plan for 
the district wide decentralization of 
services that is developed through 
the participation of the staff. 

A school based management 
requires a school decision making 
structure that allows teachers to 
identify problems and the re- 
sources needed to solve them. The 
principal will still be making the 
decisions regarding how resources 
are best allocated within his/her 
school. However, for school based 
management to be successful many 
concerns have to be addressed, 
such as the traditional collective 
bargaining; what is the role of 
teachers’ unions; how do principals 


view, their sharing the decision 
making participatory process vs 
their autonomy, etc. 
Bradford L. Jackson 

2. School based management is in 
line with my business approach to 
the schools. In it, principals are 
held totally accountable for the 
quality education each child in 
their school receives. However, 
this approach is nothing but an 
empty concept unless it is com- 
bined with my pay for perfor- 
mance proposal where teachers and 
administrators salary increases are 
directly related to their perfor- 
mance. For school based manage- 
ment to work, the principals 
reward (salary increase) must be 
directly tied to the quality educa- 
tion each of their students receive. 

The benefits of school based 
management comes down to one 
word - accountability, There is one 
person who is totally responsible 
and accountable for your child's 
education. With this approach, the 
principal works directly with the 
teachers to provide for the whole 
child- academics, physical educa- 
tion, music, art, vocational, busi- 
ness and special education. Today, 
principals are only responsible for 
your child's academic progress. By 
having one person focus on the 
child's entire education, a balanced 
education will result. 

The danger in this approach is the 
possibility that different students in 
different schools would receive a 
different education. To insure that 
this doesn't happen, the curriculum 
must continue to be managed 
centrally, 

Robert Peterson 

2. "School based management" is 
the term used to describe an 
educational concept in which more 
power and authority, both educa- 
tionally and financially, are given 
to each school in a particular 
school system. 

The positive aspect of this 
particular educational concept is 
that each school is able to develop a 
personality of its own, and admi- 
nistrators, teachers and parents are 
encouraged to contribute to the 
educational and cultural develop- 
ment of their children, 

What I see as the most obvious 
negative aspect of school based 
management is the fact that each 
school, in developing its own 
educational identity, can only be as 
productive and successful as those 
involved in operating it. Thus, the 
potential exists for two students in 
the same public school system to 
receive vastly different educations, 
In my opinion, putting any of 
Wilmington's students at risk of 
receiving an education that in any

Thanks to a very farsighted 
PTO, principal, computer special- 
ist, and media center coordinator, 
about 20 Parker eighth graders 
recently joined the AT&T Learning 
Network which connects them to 
schools in Alaska, Indiana, New 
Jersey, New York, Belgium, 
Canada, and Tunisia, 

They,can even send toll-free 
messages directly from Parker to 
the troops in Saudi Arabia - and, 
invite you to join them in that 
endeavor, 

Taking part in this complex pilot 
project is as simple as dialing 1- 
800-WORLD ... or logging onto a 
computer, “We use the computer 
and a modem and a phone line - 
which is known as the technology 
of telecommunications - to connect 
with the other schools which are 
part of our AT&T learning circle,” 


says Parker computer specialist 
Laura Peterson of Winchester. “The 
PTA provided the funding - there is 
one cost for the entire project, no 
on-line costs whatsoever. We use 
an 800 number and, in essence, 
AT&T is paying the bill.” 


For $375, AT&T provides each 
school with a 15-week program, 
each learning circle with a coordi- 
nator, each group of coordinators 
with its Own support group - 
Peterson coordinates the Parker 
learning circle, one in a network of 
18,000 students. The AT&T pack- 
age includes matching with differ- 
ent classrooms, toll-free message 
transmission in the U.S., curricu- 
lum materials with a variety of 
options for elementary or sec- 
ondary school students, communi- 
cations software, a training 
diskette, and worlds of support. 

The Parker students communi- 
cate with their learning circle part- 
ners with almost daily give-and- 
take, and Peterson provides a 
weekly status report on who has 
sent what to whom, and which 
stage of the curriculum they're at. 

Students began by introducing. 
themselves on the computer; mail- 
ing “welcome packs” with photos 
and souvenirs typical of their 
schools and geographic areas; 
deciding upon special group pro- 
jects. 

They answered surveys on class 
favorites - top fives in the follow- 
ing: music groups, authors, TV pro- 
grams, foods, school subjects, 
sports, video games, movics, and 
clothing brand names.

Corbett explained “I went the 
practical route in college which 
actually comes in handy.” 

As a Junior in college, Corbett 
had traveled to Southern France 
for a year of study. After graduat- 
ing in 1985 she moved back to 
Paris. 

“I wanted to study more,” she 
said. That aim took her to the 
Sorbonne where she did graduate 
work in international finance and 
received a degree, 

During that period Corbett 
interned at a fashion magazine 
called Click. “That is how this 
whole thing got started. I got to 
know a little bit about the fashion 
world.” 

In 1986 Corbett returned to 
Boston but the lure of the conti- 
nent was not letting her go. She 
was hired by a French company 
with a chain of stores called the 


Sweatery. “They hired me to work 
as a manager for five stores.” 

That brought her back to 
France for a month of training. 

In 1987 Corbett was to receive 
more fashion exposure as an asso- 
ciate buyer for Bergdorf- 
Goodman, “I bought women’s 
suits and coats and learned the 
retail end of the business.” 

It was during this period that 
Corbett met her present partner 
Kathy Jaharis and things began to 
happen. At the time, Jaharis was 
opening a new apparel line. 

Going from a world of interna- 
tional finance to that of interna- 
tional fashions seems to be a long 
leap. 

However, Corbett said “I’ve 
always been obsessed with 
clothes. When I was in the eighth 
grade I had every color of Levis.” 


She remembered watching her 
mother do sketches. “She was a 
real artist and I learned things 
from her.” 

Corbett said that she never 
took any formal art classes. “I was 
definitely more oriented towards 
finance, until I went to Paris.” 

However, some artistic traits 
showed up during Corbett’s high 
school years,

Corbett is the daughter of 
Philip and Jeanette Corbett and 
has one sister, Nancy, who is 
studying photography at Salem 
State College. Lynne said her sis- 
ter would be going into either 
architectural or fashion photogra- 
phy. 


According to Lynne, “She 
loves clothes and fashion.” 

Her brother, Brian may also be 
heard from soon in the world of 
filmmaking.

Moving children requires 
thought and communication 


Moving to a community is one 
of the most traumatic events for 
adults and children alike. Unlike 
adults, however, children may feel 
less certain about the future and

VA O's & A's 


Q - I just got married. Does-my 
wife automatically become the ben- 
eficiary of my VA insurance poli- 
cy? 

A - No. You must notify the VA 
that you wish to make a change and 
provide complete identification of 
the new beneficiary. 

Q - Can the interest rate on a VA 
home loan be changed? 

A - The prevailing interest rate 
at the time the loan is made, estab- 
lished by the Government and set 
forth in the mortgage note, is a 
fixed, non-adjustable rate mortgage 
which remains the same for the life 
of the loan, However, to take 
advantage of a lower interest rate, 
refinancing of an existing loan 
could be.an option. 

Q - Lunderstand the Budget 
Reconciliation Act recently limited 
compensation payments to certain 
incompetent veterans. What are the 
limitations? 

A - The Budget Reconciliation 
Act requires that payment of com- 
pensation to a non-hospitalized 
incompetent veteran, with no 
spouse, child or dependent parent, 
by suspended in any case where the 
value of the veteran's estate (not 
including the veteran's home) 
exceeds $25,000 until the value of 
the estate is reduced to less than

Walk in at Woburn Walk-In 


It began at 8:20 a.m. with a cat 
bite. At noon, it was bronchitis. By 
early afternoon it involved an 
injured heel. The day concluded 
with a left ear ache. Plus, there 
were 19 other illnesses and injuries 
in between. Was this the single 
worst day in the life of a hapless 
individual? No, it was a busy but 
not unusual day in the life at the 
Woburn Walk-In Center, 


Each day, with the exception of 
Thanksgiving and Christmas, the 
trained staff of the clinic treat an 
assortment of lumps, bumps, cuts 
and infections. When the problem 
requires more than primary care, 
patients are stabilized and then sent 
to the emergency department of 
Winchester Hospital, an affiliate of 
The Woburn Walk-In Center. X- 
rays, EKGs and basic lab work can 
all be performed at the center, as. 
can suturing and dealing with sim- 
ple fractures.

three reasons people come to the 
area, unusual land formations,

“When we first heard about the 
other schools in our circle, we were 
all looking at the maps, wondering 
where all those places were - so 
right there and then, my atlases got 
a good workout.” 


“And that’s good, that's what 
we're here for,” says Peterson, “to 
stimulate sone excitement and 
learning. They know that right here 
in the library they can find the 
answers to their questions.

it’s so simple, All the children have 
to do is click on ‘service’ and ‘send 
and receive.’
